George \\. G uilder spoke tor tin* 
Brownstown Com m ercial Club, urging 
tin* same line of action, that the com­ 
missioners spend as little as possible 
on tem peran repairs and then that 
the roads be rebuilt under a law pas­ 
sed by the last legislature, which a l­ 
lows them to he reconstructed on a 


permanent basis.

Senator Eisner then read a letter 
from Bane I). Sargent, acting- direc­ 
tor of the Public Bon ds’ Department 
in the Department of Agriculture at 
W ashington.

the principles upon which recent tariff 
legislation has been based 
We long 
ago passed beyond the modest notion 
of “protecting" the Industries of the 
country and moved boldly forward to 
the Idea that they were entitled to the 
direct patronage of the governm ent 
For a long tim e—a time so long that 
the men now active In public policy 
hardly remember the conditions that 
precceded it—we have sought In our 
tariff schedules to g b e each group of 
m anufacturers or producers what they 
them selves thought that they needed 
In order to maintain a practically e x ­ 
clusive market as against the rest of 
the world 
Consciously or unconscious­ 
ly w e have built up a set of privileges 
and exem ptions from competition be­ 
hind which il was easy by any. even 
the crudest, forms of combination to 
organize monopoly, until at last notb 
lug la normal, nothing is obliged to 
stand the tests of efficiency and econo 
m y, in our world of big business, but

Only new principles of 
action will save U* from a final hard

Must Abolish Privilegs. 
It is plain what those principles must 
be. 
We must abolish everything that 
bears even the semblance of privilege 
or o f any l^ind of artificial advantage 
and put our business men and pro 


ducers under the stim ulation of a con­ 
stant necessity to be efficient, econom ­ 
ical and enterprising, m asters of com ­ 
petitive suprem acy, better workers and 
merchants than

world 
Aside from the duties laid upon arti­ 
cles which we do not and probably 
cannot 
produce, 
therefore, 
and 
the 
duties laid upon luxuries and merely 
for the sake of the revenues they yield, 
the object of the Pi riff duties hence­ 
forth laid must be effective com peti­ 
tion. the w hetting of American w its by 
contest with the w its of the rest of the 
world. 
It would be unwise to move toward 
this end headlong, with reckless haste | 
or with strokes that cut at the very j 
roots of what has grown up among 
U9 by long process and at our own In­ 
vitation. 
It does not alter a thing to; 
upset it and break it and deprive it o t ; 
a chance to change. 
It destroys it 
We must make changes in our fiscal j 
laws, in our fiscal system, whose ob j 
jeet is development a more free and 
w holesome development, not revolution 
or upset or confusion 
We must build i 
up trade, especially foreign trade. 
We 
need the outlet and the enlarged field j 
of energy more than we ever did be­ 
fore. 
We must build up industry a s 
well and must adopt freedom in the 
place of artificial stimulation only so 
far as it will build, not pull down 
In 
dealing with the tariff the method by 
which this may be done will be a mat­ 
ter of judgment, exercised item by 
item. 
To some not accustomed to the 
excitements 
and 
responsibilities

greater freedom our methods tuny in 
gome respects and at some points seem 
heroic, but remedies may be heroic 
and yet be remedies.

For the present I put 
these matters on one side and think 
only of this one thing—o f the changes 
in our fiscal system which may best 
serve to open <*noe more the tree chan­ 
nels oi pnw penty to a great people 
whom we would serve to the utmost 
aud throughout both rank and tile.

RADIUM AS ELIXIR OF LIFE. 


Berlin D octor A sserts T hat It Restores 
Hardened Arteries. 
The claim that radium can restore 
the hardened arteries <'f m iddle aged 
persons to a healthy condition and so 
prolong life w as made by Dr. Saubcr 
mann o f Berlin in a lecture in London 
before the Roentgen society recently. 
If the theory is correct it w ill be pos­ 
sible for a few dollars to buy a radium 
apparatus which will m anufacture an 
elixir o f youth. 
The apparatus consists o f an earth 
enw are receptacle containing a minute 
am ount o f radium, which is placed at 
the bottom of a glass bottle. 
T he bot­ 
tle is tilled with water, 
in the course 
of tim e the water becom es charged 
w ith radium em anations. 
The radium remains active for hun 
dreds of years, so it is only necessary 
to renew the water in order to get any 
num ber o f doses.

essaries of life and products controlled 
by the trusts. 
Urged on by President 
Wilson, they have added to the free 
list many of the products that enter 
into the ordinary m arket basket and 
slashed the duties on articles that con­ 
tribute to the warm th and comfort of 
the 
workingman 
and 
the 
average 
American. 
The users of luxuries will tind no i 
comfort in the new bill. 
They have 
been called upon to assume a burden 
fully as large as that laid on them by 
the present Payne-Aid rich law. and in 
addition the man of wealth is sum­ 
moned to contribute 
more liberally 
than ever to help remove the burden j 
of taxation on those less able to bear 
it, as about $120,000,000 of the revenue 
needed by the government is to Ik* 
made up by the imposition of an in­ 
come tax, the first to be proposed un­ 
der the recently adopted amendment 
to the federal constitution. 
All persons having net incomes over 
$4,000 and also all firms and corpora 
j 
tlons and partnerships with an equal j 
Income will be called on to help make 
up this loss. 
The incomes of the lat­ 
ter will he subject only to a fiat tax of 
1 per cent, but individuals will be 
obliged to submit to a tax of a gradu­ 
ated character, increasing with the 
size of the income. 
Generally considered. President W il­ 
son’s tariff bill is a radical downward 
cut where it concerns the necessaries 
of life and products that arc controlled 
by alleged 
monopolies.

The tariff bill contains Importantnew 
administrative features.

provision for reciprocity treaties. 
It also provides for a preference f o r 
goods carried in Am riean bottoms and 
contains features designed to elim in­ 
ate frauds from the customs service. 
It 
puts 
the 
relations 
between 
the 
United States and the Philippines on 
an absolutely free trade basis and pro ‘ 
vides for the repeal of the corporation 
tax law. substituting therefor the in 
come tax. 
The most im pressive cuts in the new 
bill relates to foodstuffs and clothing 
and the raw m aterial which is used in 
building purposes. The bill contains a 
free list in which is found these items 
of daily consumption. 
All dressed and 
prepared meats, flour, bread, milk and 
cream, 
potatoes, 
salt, 
swine, 
corn, 
cornmeal and fish. 
The most im pressive single cut in 
the bill is that by which raw wool goes 
on the free list. It. is now taxed a dut> 
of al>out 35 pr cent ad valorem. 
By 
this single change the Democrats have 
reduced the revenues from customs 
receipts about $14,000,000. 
The hill also provides for ultimate 
free sugar. 
It proposes an immediate 
reduction of 25 per cent and the re 
moval of the rem aining duty in three 
years. 
There also have been import­ 
ant reduction« in farm products, and 
wool and cotton manufactures have 
been slashed sharply, while newspaper 
publishers of the country have won a 
long fight in having print paper put on 
the free list as w*ell as wood pulp.

Washington. April S.— The W iscon­ 
sin pure food law, a penal statute, has 
been declared void by the supreme 
court, 
it was passed in 1906 and made 
dealers subject to fine and imprison­ 
ment who have for sale any goods not 
branded in accordance with strict re­ 
quirements of the Wisconsin regulu 
lions. 
The law was one of the most 
drastic passed in any of the states and 
made the dealer also liable to dam 
ages for ill-health resulting from use 
of misbranded or adulterated foods. 
The court held that the law was 
m anifestly an interference with tin* 
federal food and drugs act. and there 
fore in conflict with the federal power 
to regulate interstate commerce.
